of many of the Houfes of many of His Majeſties 
good Subjects, laying nothing to their charge, but 
not aſliſting him, killing and hanging ſome, and ha- 
ling others at horſes heeles very inhumanely, and 
committing diverſe ſpoyles and outrages contrary 
toall Laws and conſcience,to the horrible aſtoniſh- 
ment of His Majeſties Subjes of this County, who. 
before that, lived in peace and obedience to His

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Majeſties Subjeds, received part of the rents, and 
revenues to the Cathedrall Church belonging;re- 
moved a miniſter from his Benetice, and placed an 
other in his ſtced: ſerled poſſeſſion of Lands & Te- 
nements, and uſed Tyrannicall government at his 
pleaſure,contrary tothe Law, difarmed many tray- 
ned ſoldiers of the Countie,ſo farre as in him lay; 
and carried away their armes, together with the 
Magazine of the Countie. 

The conſideration whereof, and the future evill 
that is like to enſue ro the whole Kingdome, if 
peace be not ſpeedily eſtabliſhed: and for thatby 
grievious experience wee find, that the govern- 
ment of the Houſes of Parliament diſjoyned from 
His Majeſties cooperation.with them, hath not pro. 
duced,nor is like to bring forth thoſe happy fruites 
. of peace and charity,(which we muſt acknowledge) 
wee have been filled with under the rejgne of His 
Majeſty that now is,untill the miſunderſtanding did 
ariſe betweene His Sacred Perſon and His two 
Houſes of Parliament;and for that we would rather 
chooſe our lives and fortunes ſhould endure any 
thing required by His Majeſtie,with the aflent of 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament,then re- 
ceive all the felicitie which is promiſed by both 
Houſes of Parliament accompanied with the tyran- 
nicall oppreſlions, which their miniſters have even 
overwhelmed the Kingdome with, 
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We humbly pray that both Houſes of Parliament woull
